The navy department, which has 
been advised of the situation, has in­ 
structed the commanders of the gun­ 
boats Machias and M arietta, which 
are in the vicinity, to hold themselves 
in readiness to render protection to 
the Americans. 
The state department was further 
advised that through the persistent 
efforts of the Am erican consul there, 
three Am ericans who had been held 
in prison by the local Mexican au­ 
thorities have been released. 
Adm iral W inslow, commanding the 
Pacific fleet, reported to the navy de­ 
partment that on demand of the com­ 
mander of the United States cruiser 
Denver, the Mexican authorities at 
Acapulco, on the west coast, have re­ 
leased three Americans and one Chil­ 
ian. members of an Am erican schoon­ 
er, which was burned off the Mexican 
port. 
The men were being held on 
the pretext that, they set fire to the 
vessel.

Eig h t bodies were taken out of the

George Serris. who. with his brother 
Augustus, owned the restaurant, es­ 
caped from the kitchen, together with 
a cook and two dishwashers, hut all 
were injured by falling bricks. 
A Blast of dynamite set off in an 
excavation for a new building, direct­ 
ly north of the restaurant, unsettled 
the foundations. 
The restaurant was 
a one-story structure, with a two-story 
false front and the latter, toppling 
backward added a weight 
of

tons to the falling roof. 
The eiash came when the restaur­ 
ant was crowded.
